Each year, econamlsts from the Tax FoimdaUon 
Inc. calculate when Tax Freedom Day will fall — ! the 
date the average worker's taxes would be paid if all 
earnings from Jan. 1 vrant. directly to'satlsfying 
obligations to federal, state and local governments. 



Ldst year the group estimated May 8 as Tax 
Freedom Day, compared to May 6 In 1978. . 
: This year, it says, Tax Freedom Day will fall on 
May 11. ' 

The foundation isald total taxes are estimated at 
$820 billion thU year, up from $738 bUllon in 1979. The 
shore of the average paycheck claimed by taxes will 
'rise (nm 34.7 percent to 35.8 percent, the foundation 
said. 



"Over the years, tax payments have ^adually 
Increased more than Incomes, and Tax Freedom Day 
has come later each year," the foundation said. 

"From 1830 to 1970, for example. Tax Freedom Day 
advanced from Feb. 13 to April 30. In the first half of 
the 1970s, however, taxes generally rose propor- 
tionately to earnings, with the result that by 1975 Tax 
Freedom Day was still computed as April 30. That lull 



has faded In the lost five years, with the extension oi 
the day to May 11 for ISBO." 

On a dally basis, the foundation estimated that' thc 
average Americon spends two hours and 52 mlniitcs 
of an elght-hotir wont day coming enough money to 
paytaxes. . 

"No other major Item in the family budget takes as 
much," the foundationsald. .

The Idaho Senate should concur-in this first- 
step toward possible devdopment of the last 
major hydro site on the Snake River.

Bemle Mozdenski's Iwo-stoiy bairel of a home won't hove golden arches when he liiabnewltirit, but It wiirofler a sweeping view ol IheSiauth Hills and Twin Falls

TWIN FALLS — It looks like a mammoth barrel 
lylQgonltssldo. 

Or It may be an oversized ■ storage tank for 
gasoline. 

Perhaps an advertising scheme for selling beer? ' 

Owner Bemle Mozdcnski of Twin Falls says It's a 
house, thank you. 

But few houses arouse as much curlouslty as docs 
this one. , 

Posscrbys are Intrlgucfl as they drtve'by It on the si 
factory road, asking them&elyes and othos Just what Is 
thing standing more than Z5 feet off the ground, Mozdenskl 
said. 

' Mozdenskl^ who .came up with the Idea after going through 
mounds of archltecttural manuals and reports, has a simple 
reason for his endeavor. 

"I got tired of living In boxes," he said. "I've been In real 
estate in Twin Falls for about 10 years and I Just couldn't stand 
having a normal house." 

So rather than go the conventional route, the owner of 
Brokers Inc. of Twin Falls looked up plans for the structure in 
a mld-1900'B U.S. Forest Service design bcochure for low-cost 
housing..' ■ 

Relying on It's rustic app&l; the structure ulUlzcs wood for 
both const'ruct^on^nd finishing. That saves about 25 percent 
over the cost of a conventional building. Mozdenskl said. 
''Basically, %u get a basic wood effect," he said, "but it does 
haVc an appealable design and It's rustic.'-' - ..... 

Total cosUs estimated ncar$32,0W: 
. Much of the savings come frobi the absence of sheetnck and 
carpeting, something that coulobe'added lata*.' he said. 





.. ."The thing about the house Is that it Is mora eost effldent. 
Somebody could move Into It thc-way It Is and gradually 
' improveonlt,^'hesald. 

Also, the building allows efficient use of its i,350.square feet 
of space. The main floor area Is partitioned by beams Into a 
kitchen, dining room, .living room and a half bathroom. 
Upstairs, Mozdcnsklhostwobcdroomsandabath. 

Patios on cither end will support stairways and a carport 
win be located under one patio. 

Plumbing and electrical wires run alongside the suppcrltng 
legs. A well and a septic tank have been installed. 

The building's curved east and west walls restrict windows 
to the flat north and south walls. Sliding; doors hove been 
plactKI at each entrance with windows on ihc north and south 
walls located tmstalrs. Together, the windows allow adequate 
light into the bulldhie. he said. y 

Mozdenskl adds that he Is considering Installing a skylight In 
themaste'r.t>edroom.' " - .. . 

Another of the project's departures from' convention will be' 
.the application of two Inches of eurothene Insulation grayed to 
(he bulldlnR's exterior. Itesald. . . 



' Mozdenskl said the house ts presently no more 
energy efficient than a conventional building, but 
it's height' plus the long, curved walls offer definite 
possibilities forsolarheat. , 

That's off in the future, howevtn*, having been 
ruled out Initially to save money. 

Mozdcnski noted Twin Falls County building 
Inspectors had misgivings about the building meet- 
ing their codes and particularly over the structure's 
obillty to withstand winds. So building specifica- 
tions were rc-cnRinccred by Edwards, Howard, and 
Moiltcns Englneers-Inc. whlch-Qlso conducted a wind stress - 
test. 

D^lte the building being anchored in four cubic feet of 
concrete, Mozdcnski had expected some swaying In heavy 
winds. So for, he has been ptcssantly surprised, even during 
recent 35 mph gusts. 

If the building is not enough of a novelty, Mozdcnski la 
working to complete a grass tennis court on his one ond 
one-quarter acres. The use of grass for the court reduced 
Installation costs. 

Besides, he said, "There was no sense In having on acre and 
a quarter of weeds, so we thought of some things we could do." 

Mozdenskl said he Is building the house to show such a 
project can be successful as much as he Is to limit construction 
costs. , . 

Still, he doubts the project will hold mass appeal. "It's too 
unique, I think It would fit a certain type of person, but as a 
gena*al market trend. no,*Nte said. 

- Then agoln/he's not sure. "I have quite a few frlendslnthe ' 
banking and real estate business ttiat I'd like to come take a 
lookatthl8,"hesaidi

A union spokesman said the 
employees will begin picketing the 
company at atwut 4 a.m. 

Monroe soles ' irepKsentatlw 
Stanley Fish pfTwIn Falls said he was 
biformedofttiestrike Sunday: 

"We plan-on-being-opea-We-don't' - 
know how we're 'going to run it yet.

Teamsters business agent Jim 
Schramm, of Twin ■ Falls, said 
employees voted to strike after re- 
lectlng Monroe's offer to up wages by 
» cents an hour during each of the 
three years In the contract. The 
compony told union representatives

Shramm claims. 

Monroe employees in Boise recently 
settled on a three-year contract which 
specified a $l per hour Increase the 
first year, $L05 the second and Si.iO 
the third. Schramm said. 

"We want at least the wage they 
got," Shromm said. t 

The strike will be the first at the 
Monroe plant since It opened business 
In Twin Falls In the late 1930s. 
Emplcqrees voted to unionize about 
two years ago.

BOISS (UPI) — Violence threatens 
to disrupt mining operntings in 

Idaho's mountolns this summer as 
miners arm themselves to protect 
thclrgolddalms. 

. According to newspaper reports 
from Boise, many goltl-drcdge opera- 
tors and miners arc predicting trouble 
during the summer mining season 
because of the rising prices the metal ' 
Is bringing, the epidemic of gold fever 
and confusion over mining claims. _ 

Thcre'were some reports of trouble ' 

last summer, particularly In the 
Salmon River area, where guns were 
drawn ond machinery vandalized. 
Hi^cr gold prices since lost summer, 
however, have led to a frenzy of gold 
mania and hundreds of new claims 
have been lilcd. 

The newspaper reports say that 
some minors, particularly those who 
own rights to river-bed gold, known os 
placer gold, are arming themselves to 
protect their claims and themselves 
from claim-Jumpers- and weekend 
miners. 

Federal and state officials soy that 
many first>timd miners have been 
unaware .of . the teduilcal require- 
ments of tiling a claim and havo . 
overlapped mineral rights claimed by 
others, compounding the problems 
and leading to the sorlous threats of 
violence erupting this summer.

Bonneville Power boss repeats power shortage warnings 



PORTLAND. Ore. (UPI) - "The 
energy shortage. Is . coming! . The 
eitergy shortage Is comlngi " 

That' is the cry of Sterling Munro, 
administrator of the ffd^eral Bon- 
neville Power - Administration, who 
says, "I feel like a saddlc-sore Paul 
Revere, sounding this warning ovor 
and over to every Northwest village 
_andfarm,.andjiotjustoncc." 

Munro's agency administers to the 
energy . needs of the Pacific 
Northwest. And he says. "We no 
longer enjoy an abundance of energy 
-In- this region— r- especially inex- 
pensive electric energy. 

"The forecasts show there will be 
serious power shortages In the region 
In any year In the 1980s In which 
streamflows arc low. And In the year 
of latest shortage, 19S4, the poten- 
tial shortages, loom as large as the 
equivalent of the output of three big 
thermal powcrplants." 

Munro equates his cry to the real 
Revere's cry of "The British are 
comlngi" He soys thi> Redcoats of 
then are the shortages ol now — 



"coming by both land and sea. Those 
by land are the slippages In construc- 
tion schedules for thermal power 
projects that will come on line years 
after .their originally planned startup 
dates. The shortages by sea, so to 
speak, relate to the Incapability of 
hydro to keep pace with the region's 
growing demand for electricity." 

State jiswell as federal authorities . 
express concern about how Pacific 
Northwest electric utilities are going* 
to meet needs of their customers this 
decade. 

While Munro deplores lengthy-de- 
lays In building nuclear power plants, 
state officials have delivered a near 
knockout punch to plans by Portland 
General Electric Co. to build a 
nuclear plant at Pebble Springs in 
eastern Oregon. 

Gov; Vic Atiych and state Public 
Utility Commissioner John Lobdell 
urged PGE to set aside its Pebble 
Springs plans and concentrate on 
non-nuclear ways of producing more 
power. The utility reluctantly yielded 
to the state pressure, which stems 



from rising nuclear fears In the wake 
of Three Mile Island'p nuclear acci- 
dent last year and Ihe fact completion 
time Is almost a docado owoy while 
the need is now. 

Munro fears tiiat PGE's experience 
may be only a preview of what's in 
store for the region's other utilities if 
progress Isn't speeded on buiiding 
more power plants. "The situation is > 
'^ave," Munro "cd vised the' 
Washington State Legislature re- 
cently. "In any year In the iseos in 
which streamflows are al or near 
crillcar levels, there likely will be- 
power curtailments." 

Unless strcamllows arc at least of 
average volume In the 1933-34 year. 
Munro projects a potential power 
shortage of 2.8 million ,kllouiatLs — 
-equal to the needs of three cities the 
size of Seattle. BPA estimates a 40 
percent probability of o power short- 
age ranging to that magnitude. 

And further down the road, Munro 
says If the four nuclear generating 
plants planned by Northwest utilities 
aren't built until 19B9 or-1991. "I don't 



know how to predict accurately the 
size of the power shortages In the 
laltcrhalfofthls decade. ' ' 

Northwest hydro dam reservoirs 
arc drying up twcause the customary 
fall rains have failed to arrive, and 
while sufficient rabifoU in late 1979 
will get the region thurough this winter. 
It is the pattern of lessening rain in the 
fall that concems'the power people. 
" Five years ago. Pacific Northwest 
utilities were In the process of build- 
ing or had on the drawing traards 
plans for 18 coal-flred and nuclear 
power plants. Completion schedules' 
called for electrical generation at 
Intervals from September 1975 to July 
19B5. Four of the nuclear plants, at 
least, aren't going to meet the timeta- 
ble, and if built, won't yield power 
until near the next decode.

coal-flrcd plants, held back by deloys 
In winning permit approvals, that 
Were scheduled to start generating 
power at Colstrlp, Mont., lost year. 
Five more nuclear plants being built 
by Washington Public Power Supply 
Sustem arc still In various stages of 
construction, each at least three years 
t>ehlnd schedule. 

PGE and Pacific Power and Light 
Co., Oregon's two -major electric 
utilities, are looking more to genera- 
tors fueled by coal. Nearlng comple- 
tion is PGE's 500,000-kllowatt coal- 
flred generator at Boardman In chst-- 
em Oregon. PGE also' Is considering 
another coal-flred generation plant or 
going into partnership with another 
utility In a coal project. 

Washington Water Power Co. Is 
considering building three northeast 
Washington coat-fired generators the 



size of PGE's Boardman plant. PP&L 
Is looking at more coal-flred genera- 
tors and more hydro units In ^teams 
andrlvers. 

Bruce Landrcy. a spokesman for 
PGE, says, "Coal plants arc the most 
obvious alternative to a nuclear 
power project on meeting expected 
customer needs."
